There are tonight four 
nine representatives here, 
republicans.

The feeling prevails in London that no 
trouble whatever will ensue. Judge W. 
T. Brown, of the circuit court, said to- 
night: 

“Any man, no matter what his poli- 
tics is, is as safe in London as though 
he were in his house. There is nothing 
but emptiness to all these rumors 
garding armed intervention. from. the 
mountaineers, when the legislature con- 
venes here. This is a peaceable communi- 
ty and it is Jaw abiding, that I can as- 
sert. Not since the war has there been 
any trouble in London, except some time 
ago, when the marshal shot an escaping 
prisoner, We have but one policeman 
here and he is the town marshal. We 
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turn out to quell it. They won't stand 
it under any circumstances. Let the leg- 
islaure come here; there will be no trou- 
ble.”’ 

E. H. Hackney, chairman of the town- 
the township democratic committee, de- 
clared there will be no extra. officers 
Sworn during the coming session of 
the legislature. 

“The marshal is enough,” said he: ‘‘no 
more will be needed.’

A company of state militia, under Cap- 
tain Powell, is expected to arrive tomor- 
row from Barboursville.

A signed statement

night by Circuit Judge Brown and will 
be delivered by him as the speech before 
the Laurel county court at the opening 
of its regular term tomorrow. The ad- 
dress in part savs: 

“The papers of the northern an@ east- 
ern cities have vied with each other in 
their efforts to slander our town and 
county, while some of ovr own Kentucky 
papers have so far forgotten the truth a 
to be a party to the slanderous attacks. 
Among the infamous charges it has been 
said that London is in the very mouth of 
hell; that it is the center of the so-called 
feud district. and that the citizens of this 
county are a band of outlaws, ready an 
anxious to pounce down on the legisla- 
ture and tear it to pieces, or upon those 
members whose political affiliations differ 
from the predominant party in the coun- 
tv. I desire, in behalf of the people of my 
native county, to denounce all of said 
charges as absolutely false. As to feuds: 
Laurel county has never in her history 
known such a thing. As to the charge 
that cur citizens are outlaws, a baser 
falsehood could not possibly be fab- 
ricated. Ours is one of the mountainous 
counties, but the mountains are the glory 
of the earth, the home of liberty and the 
best nursery of good citizenship. Ou 
people have their convictions. They be. 
lieve thoroughly what they believe. but 
they are too honorable, too honest to 
resort to dishonorable means to force 
their convictions upon others. The habit 
has been formed out of Kentucky of 
judging the state as a whole by the worst 
characters to be found in the mountains 
or in the lower classes of the city.

I was then, 
as I am now, and have been for thirty 
vears, the friend of that great corpora- 
tion. Mr. Belmont showed my letter the 
courtesy of submitting it to his execu- 
tive board and did me the honor to send 
mea copy of its deliberations embracing 
the refusal to consider my appeal in the 
affirmative. 

“The sole purpose of the Louisville and 
Nashville was at every cost and hazard 
to defeat the election of Mr. William 
Goebel to the governorship of Kentucky. 
Mr.-Goebel was a man of unimpeached 
purity of private life and of conceded pro- 
fessional ability. During ten vears’ service 
as a senator in the state legislature no 
act of his, excepting what is Known as 
the Goebel election law, had brought the 
least reproach upon him nor any unclean 
dollar had ever been charged against him, 
although money to corrupt legislation had 
often flowed free as water at Frankfort. 

“But in some way he had given deadiy 
offense to the management of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and this management 
felt that it must destroy him. 

“It has certainly done this, but tn doing 
it it has brought upon the people of 
Kentucky the incalculable wrong and the 
dire disgrace of transactions unexampled 
in the history of republican government, 
ror has there been-e at any moment the 
least disorder or menace of disorder ex- 
cept such as has emanated from the 
hand of the de facto governor, Taylor. 
The mountain men were brought to 
Frankfort, if not by his express command, 
vet by and with his knowledge and con- 
sent. Their presence in Frankfort could 
have but one meaning and purpose, and 
as if to augment both meaning and 
this purpose some of them who had been 
arrested by the local police for carrying 
deadly. weapons and for disorderly. con- 
duct were, in advance of trial, pardoned 
by the de facto governor. The shot 
that killed Mr. Goebel was fired from 
an upper window of the executive office, 
which swarmed with the adherents of the 
de facto governor. Admission to this 
building was at once denied the civil au- 
thorities, a cordon of troops was thrown 
around it, and there, under the pretense 
of being in a state of siege, the de facto 
governor has ever since held himself a 
voluntary prisoner, though surrounded by 
the state militia, called out by himself, 
and issuing thence proclamations,  dis- 
banding the general assembly and trans- 
ferring the seat of the commonwealth.

The dog law passed at the last session 

of the legislature with a view of sub- 
stantially increasing the common school 
fund of the state will in all probability 
never go into effect in Georgia in its 
present shape. Acting on the 
opinion of Attorney General Terrell, the 
erdinaries of @ number of counties have 
held that ihe law will not be effective 
until January 1,’ 1901, that time 
the legislature will have convened again 
had an opportunity to correct the 
the measure and attempt to 
make it constitutional where it is now 
regarded as unconstitutional. 

Estimates as to the amount of money 
the application of,the dog law would 
bring to the common school fund of the 
state vary from $75,000 to $200,000, the lat- 
ter estimate being based upon the practi- 
eal results of a similar statute in the 
state of Tennessee. That the common 
schools of Georgia should be deprived of 
this additional income by reason of ‘mis- 
takes in the bill which passed the legis- 
lature, inadvertent though ‘tthe errors are 
said to have been, is discouraging to @ 
great many friends of the common school 
system, who have worked for the passage 
of the dog law for a number of years. 

The importance of the dog law is much 
greater than is suggested by its name, 
but in spite of this fact the ordinaries 
in the different counties who have con- 
<culted with the solicitor general of the-r 
and obtained other legal advice 
have decided to take no chances, and 
probably without exception will give the 
legislature another chance to improve the 
bill. 

Two Grounds of Complaint. 

A great many people who have studied 
the measure have expressed the opinion 
that it is unconstitutional at least on 
two scores, and that it would never be 
upheld by a court of law. In section 
5338 of the code, which is a parm of the 
constitution. the legislature is given spe- 
cial authority to tax such domestic ani- 
mals as are from nature and habit de- 
structive of other property. Dogs come 
under the head of domestic animals, but 
all dogs are not considered either by 
nature or habit destructive of other prop- 
erty. In fact, it is said that the more 
domesticated dogs become, the less de- 
structive they are of anything. On this 
point Attorney General Terrell expressed 
the opinion yesterday that the legislature 
would in all probability consider an 
amendment to the law that will exempt 
those dogs that are exempted by the con-

Are Dogs Considered Property? 
The question whether or dog is 
regarded in the eyes of the law as prop- 
erty is by far the most impomant one 
in considering ‘the constitutionality of the 
dog law. It is understood that more than 
one superior court in the state has ruled 
that the dog does not come under the 
head of property, and it is also under- 
stood that the supreme court has never 
Passed directly on the question. Should 
the court hold that such animals consti- 
tute property, the dog law is plainly at 
issue with the constitution of the state. 
‘In section 5338 of the code it is provided 
that all taxaition on every class of prop- 
erty shall be uniform and ad valorem, 
and if one dog is worth more than an- 
Other—and it is generally conceded thay 
there are dogs and dogs—then the legis- 
lature ‘will find no justification in the 
constitution for taxing all male dogs at 
$l and all females at $1.0 a head. In a 
recent case appealed from one of the 
lower circuits in the state the supreme 
court held when a person had taken a 
dog belonging to one of his neighbors 
that he had by that act been guilty of 
larceny. This is not taken to be a ruling, 
however, that a dog is property, although 
it is urged by some on ‘the other hand 
that the taking of that which is not

_Pproperty does not constitute larceny. 


In Which Two. Sections Conflict. 
Among other objections raised to the 
immediate operation of the dog law by 
Officials of the state is the conflict which 
Occurs in sections 7 and 8, in the first 
of which it’ is provided that the consta- 
bles in each militia district shall impound 
Buch dogs as have no collar during the 
month of March. In section 8 the time 
for impounding is extended thirty days 
and includes both March and April. The 
Conflicting sections which the legislature 
Will be called upon to remedy are as 
follows: 

“Section 7. Be it further enacted, That 
it shall be the duty of the constables in 
each militia district during the month 
of March of each year to catch and im- 
bound at his residence every ‘d6g in his 
district.

‘IT CALLED M’KINLEY’S HELP 


Finances of Cincinnati Were To Be 
' Handled by Cox. 


LEGISLATIVE ACT WAS — REQUIRED 


Governor of the State Was To 
Be Made Name a Commission 
To Suit Cox. 


Cincinnati, O., February 4.—(Special.)— 
Things are going on in tthese parts which 
only events of world-wide importance 
have kept «he country at large from 
making emphatic note of. This emphatic 
note will be made, however, by the coun- 
try at large later on, and the making 
will mean, accoréing to the present trend 
of affairs, most serious business for Wil- 
liam .McKinley. 

These things*that are going on here 
came about as a result of the price that 
Mark Hanna paid for his seat in the sen- 
ate. 

George B. Cox, the local republican boss 
whose rule put the blush to Boss Tweed’s 
career, this man and his gang were an 
absolute necessity to Hanna securing the 
legislative support necessary to his reach- 
ing the senate. Seeing that he had Han- 
ra’s ambitfon in his hand, Cox set a 
price upon its delivery that was stagger- 
ing. It was that Hanna compel the 
McKinley forces in the legislature to 
join with the Cox people and put through 
a certain ripper. This mpper would take 
the control of the finances of Cincinnati 
entirely out of the hands of the people 
of Cincinnati and place it completely 
within the hands of Cox. It provided 
that Hianna’s governor should’ appoint 
five men to be named by Cox and these 
should administer the affairs of the city 
of Cindinnati, including, of course, the 
handling of all of the city’s millions of 
money. ° 

The iniquity of the thing must have 
startled even Mark Hanna, The fact 
that its passage cost his creature, Mc- 
Kinley, the city’s vote at the presidential 
election was almost as certain as death. 
The fact it would also probably cost 
McKinley the vote of Ohio was almost 
as certain. Yet, why should Hanna hesi- 
tate? Hadn't he just as good a right to 
unmake as he had to make his creation? 
Wasn't he, Hanna, entitled to create that 
creature’s future for a senatorial seat if 
it pleased him so tg do? As to the wrong 
—the robbery, the probable ruin—it would 
work tto the 300,000 people of Cincinnati, 
why what difference can any sane, even 
half posted, man suppose thig meant to 
Marcus A. Hanra? If, however, there 
be an honest doubter as to this latter 
puint let him note this, that Hanna ac- 
cepted the unspeakably criminal price by 
Cox, and received in return the seat in 
the senate. The fact that immense 
amounts of money were other conditions 
of Hanna’s reaching his lofty goal, has 
nothing to do with the point now being 
considered. Nor has the tremendous shock 
that McKinley must have experienced 
when Hanna named the terrible price, 
anything to do with the point at hand. _ 

The legislatur> had scarcely completed 
its organization when Cox saw to the in- 
troduction of his gigantic crime measure— 
the price of Hanna’s seat in the senate. 
No words can describe’ the people’s 
amazement when they read the full text 
of the measure in print. Old, life-long, 
stanchest supporters of the president were 
heard to exclaim: 

‘‘Good God! Has William McKinley gone 
mad that he tries to force our republican 
legislators to support a crime stupendous 
as this?’’ 

Soon as the measure went into commit- 
tee hands—safe Cox and Hanna hands— 
great delegations of lifelong republicans, 
including the heaviest tavpayers s Cin- 
cinati, went before the committee and met 
the measure with soberest, bitterest con- 
demnation. These delegations were little 
more than laughed to scorn by the com- 
mittee. Other such delegations have taken 
up tre work and are receiving like recep- 
tions: The democrats? They are shoul-

Mathew iv-l. Said Dr. Cectl: 

Temptation is a subject with which all 
are fami.iar. if | should speak upon some 
question in philosophy, selence, history, 
or politics, Some of you would be interest- 
ed, but others would not, and principally 
gor the reason that the subject would not 
pe equally familiar to all. Ordinarily 
people are not much Interested in subjects 
with which they have little acquaintance. 
That cannot, however, be said of tempta- 
tion. All are familiar with it, and, there- 
fore, al! ehould be interested in it. 
temptation has 
experience. No 


This familiarity with 
heen acquired through 
puman being has ever escaped the as- 
gaults of the tempter. Beginning with 
Adam and coming on down through his- 
tory to the present time, every member 
ef the human family has had to face 
the question of good and evil. Even the 
Tard Jerus Christ was subjected to this 
painful experience, and there is nothing 
in his life which at once reveals in so 
conspicuous a manner His true humanity 
and likeness to men, and, at the same 
time, His divine nature and superiority 
to men, as his temptation in the wilder- 
ness. 

1. Observe first the time of the tempta- 

#on. It was immediately after the bap- 
tism of Jesus by John the Baptist, and 
the descent of the Holy Spirit upon Him 
in bodily shape like a dove, and after His 
solemn consecration in this manner to His 
public ministry and the recognition of 
His divinity by the Heavenly Father in 
that startling voice from the skies, ‘This 
i; my Meloved Son, in whom I am well 
Pleased.” After this marvelous experi- 
ence there followed a season of retire- 
ment, of thought and of trial during 
which He submitted to the temptation of 
Satan that He might fbe made in all points 
like unto His brethren, 

Analogies of this experience have ap- 
peared in the lives of other men. 
Moses had attained the mature age of 
forty years and began to cherish the 
thought that God by him would deliver 
Israel from the bondage of Egypt (Acts 
vii, 25), he spent another forty years in 
Midicn in enforced retirement, suffering 
doubtless much anguish of soul, which 
‘he endured as seeing him who !s in- 
yisthle.”” (Hebrews xi, 27.) After his con- 
version, the Apostle Paul withdrew fzom 
public notice for a season and spent three 
years in Arabia (Galatians i, 17-18) in a 
manner which he has not deemed is 
wise to describe in any of his epistics. 
The time immediately after the confes- 
sion of Christ as ono’s Savior or after the 
ronsecration of one’s self to some nobie 
work ig not unfrequently a time of se- 
rious temptation. Satan then appears to 
be especially active in his efforts to break 
one down in his purpose to be a Christian 
and devote himself to the service of God. 

2 Observe next the place of our Lord’s 
temptation. Next probably He retired 
into the mountainous country west of 
Jericho. now known as Mount Quaran- 
tana. It was a rocky, desolate, unin- 
habited region, infested by ‘‘wild beats.” 
(Mark i, 13.) Into this forbidding, lonely, 
dangerous wildierness the Master went, 
and it requires no great effort of the 
Imagination ito see Him with abstracted 
gaze and disheveled hair wandering over 
the hills and through the valleys or sit- 
ting solitary in the shadow of some great 
rock in the wilderness. His, cheeKs were 
cavernous from long fasting and his lips 
were bloodless, but His eyes were gleam- 
ing with an unearthly fire, It was an in- 
tensely human experience, the knowledge 
of which enables us to realize in some 


_fiegree how near kin He was to other 


human beings. 

Doubtless many of you who hear me, 
friends, can look back upon some season 
in your own life, perhaps more than one, 
when you were wandering all alone in 
the wildermess among the wild ‘beasts, and 
contending with the devil. You remember 
hours and days of anguish when fierce 
temptations beset your soul, when the 
passions within you fought desperately 
for the mastery and when clouds of 
doubt and darkness hung heavily over 
your spirit. Do not forget that the Lord 
Jesus passed through just such experi- 
ences when in the wilderness He was 
tempted of the devil. 

8. Observe next that He was led up 
into the wilkierness by the “Holy Spirit. 
This ig Matthew’s phraseology. Luke 
Says: “Jesus being full of the Holy 
Ghost, Was led by the spirit into the wii- 
derness,” and Mark, more graphically 
still, says, “Immediately (after the bap- 
tism) the spirit driveth Him into the wil- 
Gerness.” Al] unite in teaching that it 
Was under an impeMing influence of the 
Holy Spirit that Jesus entered into this 
terrible experience. This sounds strange 
tous. We are accustomed to think of 
the spirit as our teacher and comforter, 

as-in nowise responsible for those

PURIM, THE FEAST OF ESTHER 


Just about a thousand years intervene 
betucen the beginning of the exodus and 
the close of the captivity. Far away on 
the historic horizon the perspective of 
these fateful centuries affords a vista of 
absorbing interest. The wanderings «and 
the conquest, the judges and the kings 
loom up in the panorama of time and fill 
with a succession of lights and shadows 
the tremendous interval between the 
Passover night in Egypt and the Purim 
days in Persia. Both these epochs are 
oceasions of rejoicing, though the inter- 
vening ages saw many 4 season of sorrow 
and disaster. The days of Pur are c<hen- 
selves a memorial of a time when an 
allotment of infinite calamity was turned 
to an endless measure of joyousness and 
mirth, which has been renewed from

| The festival of Purim is 
unique in the Jewsh year. Alone of all 
ithe Canonical scriptures, the book of 
Esther deals witn a historical episode in 
a purely secular spirit. The name of God 
is not once mentioned in the narrative, 
authough, indeed, the religious element 
is fer from being wanting,  be- 
ing constantly implied, while nowhcre 
As in the other post- 
exilic scriptures, we here find the narra- 
tive referring to ‘he “Jews.” The earlier 
chronicles deal with the ‘children of 
Israel,”’ but now the northern kingdom of 
Israel has long since Passed away and 
the book of Esther deals only with the 
exiles of Judea. In distinction from the 
miraculous we have here the romance of 
history, a scripture drasia wherein a rem- 
nant of Isra2l is saved, not by the direct 
intervention of the Mighty Hand, but in- 
directly through wo2Manly devotion and 
love. 

The characters in this Biblical romance 
are, indeed, akin to those which figure 
in the other portions of the sacred narra- 
Ths plot still trus on Israel’s mis- 
sion in the world; still that miss.on is to 
be impressed upon the people, and still 
the same enemies confront the natccn 
The :dolatrous Assyrians, who had ge- 
stroyed the kingdom of the ten tribes in 
the days of Shaimareser,, had given way 
to the equally idclatrovs Babylonians, 
who, under Nebuchadnezzar, had denuded 
Judea of its people, and carried them in 
captivity to babyion. But the Bapbylon- 
ian power had succumbed Lefufe 
Persians under Cyrus, who had c¢ 
wth the heip of the Judean exiles. 
Persians were believers in 
ized, though dualistic religion of Zoroas- 
ter, and as such were favorably regarded 
by the Jews, and were correspuniingly 
friendly to .he latier. Cyrus had at once 
given the exiles permission to return to 
their fatherland, and Many availed them- 
selves of their liberty. - But many mere 
rematred in their native Babylonian 
homes, and under Persian rule had thriv- 
ed and prospered so that they were able 
to send support to thcse who had return- 
ed t» Judea. 

Several generations after the close of 
the captivity the reigning: king, Ahasuer- 
us, was himself captivated by a maiden 
from among the exiles, Esther, the niece 
of Mordecai, and made her quecn. Ho 
was the king of Pers‘a, Known to the 
Greeks Xerxes and noted in history 
for his defeat at Marathan.. Xerxes was 
oriental despot, easily influ- 
enced by those in whom he trusied, and 
it happened that an Agagite named Ha- 
man became grind v.iz.er. The minister 
was a feudal enemy of the Jews, the an-
